The prior art of record does not teach the combination of limitations in the 
independent claims 1,13, and 20. 

2. Hirota (USP 6477437) teaches assembly work support system - the title. Hirota do 
not teach the combination of limitations included in the independent claims 1,13, 
and 20, especially, 

"where sending to the manufacturer includes scanning bar-code information from the 

grouping of components, grouping the bar-code information, and generating the 

customer request for assembly instructions based on the grouped bar-code 

information and on specifications defined by the manufacturer; 

initiating a component grouping application software at the location where the 

components are received, the software performing the grouping; 

sending the grouped bar-code information to a customer server, the customer server 

also generating the request". 



3. Dependent claims 3-10, 12, 14-19, and 22-29 incorporate the listed limitations by 
reference and contain limitations that further distinguish over the art of record. For 
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these reasons, claims 3-10, 12, 14-19, and 22-29 are considered allowable over the 
art of record.
